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Despite warning, only handful told to pay £50 over fouling 

FOUR FINED 
OVER DOGS 



By Oliver Evans 


JUST four people have been fined by coun¬ 
cil chiefs for failing to clear up after their 
dog, the Banbury Cake can reveal. 

Cherwell District Council (CDC) last week 
warned dog owners they faced fines as part of 
National Poop Scoop Week. 

But it fined only two in 2010/11, two in 
2011/12, and none so far this year. 

The council's website says it carried out "regu¬ 
lar patrols" of blackspots to issue £50 spot fines. 

Yet CDC lead member for clean and green 
Nigel Morris said its staff had to catch dog own¬ 
ers in the act to fine them. 

He said: "People are very coy about not clear¬ 
ing it up when there is someone around. 

"As soon as they sense somebody else is 
around, they tend to clear up. 

"When the coast is clear they tend to leave, 
which is really, really annoying." 

He said the council's dog wardens were "very 
active" as dog fouling is regularly highlighted as a 
priority by residents. 

The Conservative Banbury Easington council¬ 
lor said: "The vast majority of people are very 
responsible." 

The council - which covers Banbury and north 
Oxfordshire - warned mess could cause severe 
eye infections and even blindness in humans. 

However, it said people "should not tackle dog 
walkers directly", but instead report the time and 
location of fouling to the council. 

Dog owners in Spiceball Park, Banbury, said 
owners had to be responsible for their pets. 

Mum-of-two Anna Brodie, 43, said: "It is a big 
problem, people let them do it on the path, it is 
pretty grim. 

"But I don't know how you stop it."

LONG-STANDING Oxfordshire MP 
Tony Baldry has been made Knight of 
the Realm. 

The Conservative Banbury MP has been 
recognised for public and political service. 

An MP since 1983, Mr Baldry has held 
ministerial posts since 1990 including agri¬ 
culture, energy, foreign and housing issues. 

He is renowned for frequently speaking 
in the House and tabling questions, having 
spoken in 101 debates in the last year. 

The 61 -year-old said: "I am very proud to 
have been made a knight, particularly in 
the Birthday Honours of the Queen's 
Diamond Jubilee year. 

"All the work in which I am involved as 
an MP, from campaigns on the Horton 
Hospital, to campaigns with the churches, 
are team efforts, and I hope that I will 
always be an effective advocate for such 
campaigns." 

And he said the honour "says something 
for the stability and continuity of Banbury" 
as his two predecessors since 1945 - 
Douglas Dodds-Parker and Neil Marten - 
were also knights.

Kieron Mai Ion said: "This is fantastic news 
and truly well deserved." 

Meanwhile, a mum who used the experi¬ 
ence of losing her infant daughter to help 
bereaved parents and war widows has got 
an MBE. 

Angela Perry raised cash for an infant 
death charity after losing Victoria in 1982 to 
cot death, aged five months. 

She was then asked to raise cash in the 
1990s for a Berkshire chapel to honour the 
fallen from the Falklands war. 

The 63-year-old said: "The fact that I 
knew the meaning of bereavement has 
helped me hugely." 

Mrs Perry, of Wroxton, said: "You get to 
thinking 'goodness me, if I lost any of my 
sons, how awful to have known these chil¬ 
dren and then lost them'." 

She said of her honour: "I am complete¬ 
ly and utterly amazed. I'm delighted." 

She said: "When we lost Victoria I felt 
like I wanted to die, it was the most horri¬ 
ble, horrible time. 

"At the time I had a PR company, it was 
going very well but I lost interest overnight. 

"I sold the business and used the skills 


that I had to raise money. In those situations 
you get on with it or try to get over it." 

The Foundation for the Study of Infant 
Death has helped educate the public about 
cot death, which have since fallen, she said. 

She fundraised tirelessly through the 
1990s for the Falkland Islands Memorial 
Chapel Trust and the chapel was opened in 
2000 by The Queen. 

The mother-of-two sons said she was 
firmly behind the British over recent rows 
about the islands' sovereignty. 

She said: "They gave a great sacrifice and 
if anything were to change, I know for a fact 
the families would have been devastated 
and ask 'what would it have been all 
about?"' 

She was nominated by Falklands veteran 
and trust chairman Rear Admiral Jeremy 
Sanders. He said: "Her contribution has 
been absolutely outstanding. 

"What is particularly outstanding is the 
rapport she has with the bereaved families." 

Finally, Oscar-winning actress Kate 
Winslet, who has a home in South 
Newington, was made a Commander of the 
British Empire.

Rosina Edwards, 84, said: "I have not 
seen a warden yet. 

"The majority of owners are good, but 
you get the odd one." 

Son Philip, 49, said: "What can they do? 
Resources dictate what they can do. Four is 
not a lot, but how can you police it?" 

Joy Williams, 68, said: "It is very difficult 
to enforce it unless they see the dog do it. It 
is a hard thing to control." 

Council Labour group leader Les Sibley 
said residents must report rogue dog own¬ 
ers. 

But he said: "The council should be 
doing a lot more to enforce the regulations. 

"If they have the powers, they need to 
demonstrate they are using those powers." 

Three of the £50 fines were paid and one 
was prosecuted and fined £100 with £300 
costs and a victims' surcharge of £15. 

The council warns dog owners face a fine 
of up to £2,500 if their case is taken to 
court. 

Council street wardens in Banbury were 
also given the powers to issue spot fines in 
a bid to increase prosecutions. A total 14 
can issues fines across the Cherwell district.

Caring teen to fulfil 
his Olympic dream

TEENAGER Will Traves is to 
carry the Olympic torch 
through Oxfordshire next 
month to honour his sister, 
who has special needs. 

The 13-year-old Banbury 
youngster has been chosen to 
carry the torch on Tuesday, July 
10, after being nominated by 
mum Beverley. 

She was moved to fulfil his 
Olympic dream because of the 
care he shows to 17-year-old 
Victoria, who has cerebral 
palsy and severe learning diffi¬ 
culties. 

She said: "I am very proud of 
him. From a very young age he 
has always told me not to worry 
about Victoria when I am gone. 

"He looks after her, he has 
always stuck by this, he says 
Victoria will always have a 
place in his life." 

The 51-year-old said: "He is

very aware of his responsibility 
within the family, he has always 
been a great support for me. 

"Sometimes it is not easy 
looking after Victoria, it can be 
quite stressful. He always 
checks if I am feeling okay." 

The care he gives his sisters 
is a major help as husband 
Peter, 51, sometimes works 
away. 

Simple gestures like playing 
with his sister and looking after 
her while his mother is out 
make a big difference, she said. 

She told Olympic organisers: 
"When out with friends with 
special needs children, he 
always looks after the young 
person, entertaining them 
appropriately for their ability 
and giving the parent a much- 
needed rest." 


The pupil at Bloxham's 
Warriner School said he was 
"really excited" to carry the 
torch at Nettlebed, near 
Wallingford. 

He said: "I couldn't wait to 
tell everyone else and the fami¬ 
ly. We always watch the 
Olympics as a family so it is 
great to be part of it. 

"It makes me happy to think 
my mum is proud of me. When 
we go out as a family, I like 
pushing Victoria in her chair." 

The torch will arrive in the 
county on Monday, July 9, and 
pass through Bicester, 
Kirtlington, Woodstock, 

Kidlington and Oxford. 

A celebration will be held in 
South Park that night and the 
torch will set off from Iff ley 
Road for Abingdon and 
Wallingford the next day.

A LONG-AWAITED kidney dial- 
ysis unit has been officially 
opened in Banbury. 

A ribbon was cut at the Horton 
General Hospital's new dialysis unit 
on Friday by hospital chief executive 
Sir Jonathan Michael and Banbury 
MP Tony Baldry. 

The machines at the new unit, 
staffed by two new nurses, can treat 
21 patients a day. Most patients 
need dialysis three days a week. 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Trust bosses said the unit could 
expand if there was a surge in 
demand. 

Chris Heath said her late husband 
Eric would have loved to have seen 
the new unit. 

Mr Heath, a former Cherwell 
District Council leader, used to have 
to travel to the Churchill Hospital in 
Oxford from his home in Bloxham 
three times a week for dialysis, but 
died just before Christmas of an 
unrelated illness. 

Mrs Heath said he would have 
dearly loved to have seen the new 
unit open. 

She said: "He was so desperate for 
the new unit to be opened. It was all 
he ever talked about. 

"Going to Oxford and having 
dialysis was a 10-hour process. He 
would have loved to see it." 

Mrs Heath presented around 
£900, which was donated at her 
husband's funeral, to the new unit in 
his memory. 


She said: "Seeing the unit did 
bring a few tears to my eyes, but that 
was the only sad part of the day. 

"It was nice to see it open for all 
of the other people who need it." 

Patients using the new unit will 
come from areas including Chipping 
Norton. Bicester patients will con¬ 
tinue to go to Oxford. 

For 15 years, Steven Berry has 
faced a 60-mile round trip three 
times a week to go to Oxford's 


Churchill Hospital for dialysis. The 
trip meant he was usually out the 
door at 5.45am and back home at 
2.30pm. 

He and wife Miranda are now 
celebrating the end of their three- 
year campaign for the £100,000 
Banbury unit. 

Mrs Berry said: "We are so happy 
about this. 

"It's fantastic news. It will make a 
real difference for patients."

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■ Councillors urged to approve 70 houses despite 316 objections 

Homes plan is 'madness' 


PLANS for 70 homes in Hook 
Norton - which have attracted more 
than 300 objections - should be 
approved tonight, a council report 
says. 

Taylor Wimpey should be allowed to 
build the homes on a field north of The 
Bourne and by Bourne Lane, the Cherwell 
District Council report says.

The plans have led to a storm of protest 
from villagers, with 316 opposing the 
scheme compared to seven in support. 

But the report says the village could 
take up to 189 more homes and the 
scheme would help meet Government 
housing targets. 


The developer will provide cash to 
expand Hook Norton Primary School and 
30 per cent of homes will be affordable. 

Good local services such as shops, 
pubs and a doctors' surgery will cut traf¬ 
fic, it adds, and there is a "demonstrable 
need" for more homes. 

But Hook Norton Parish Council said 
the plan would expand the village too 
much and lead to more road congestion.

Banbury Town Council said 
the town needed a "more diverse 
mix of jobs", and does not have 
the roads to cope. 

The site is not in the council's 
long-term plan of where major 
business developments should 

go- 

But the report says: "The pro¬ 
posal would secure a consider¬ 
able number of jobs for Banbury 
which would assist with comple¬ 
menting the current employment 
sector." 

It said there was "strong mar¬ 
ket" demand for storage and dis¬ 
tribution space in Banbury, and 
jobs have "become more sophis¬ 
ticated". 

The development - on the 
road to Overthorpe, Warkworth 
and Kings Sutton - will take up a 
"significant amount" of road 
capacity, it said. But Oxfordshire 
County Council road bosses 
have said this is not enough to 
support refusal. 

Some £30,000 would be pro¬ 
vided by the developer for traffic 
calming in Overthorpe, while 
land needed for a long-mooted 
relief road around the east of 
Banbury would be protected 
until 2035. But the district coun¬ 


cil report said the removal of 
mature oak trees before the plan 
was submitted was "extremely 
regrettable". 

Banbury Civic Society also 
criticised the removal of trees 
and the remains of First World 
War munition filling stations. 

It got English Heritage to study 
whether the remains should get 
legal protection - but the report 
says they are "not of sufficient 
national importance". 

Part of the site and further 
remains lie on the other side of 
the M40, in Northamptonshire, 
and was approved for warehous¬ 
es by South Northamptonshire 
Council last week. 

It said it would not take 
enforcement action over the 
removal of remains on its side as 
they had not been given legal 
protection by ministers. 

But Civic Society chairman 
Rob Kinchin-Smith said it was 
"premature" for councils to be 
making decisions now. 

He said: "It surprises me they 
are rushing through with this. 

"We are also concerned about 
the general scale of the develop¬ 
ment. This is a massive chunk of 
land with some very large 
sheds." 


Doubling charity's money 



CYCLIST Chris Gullick, 45, 
above, completed an 80-mile 
charity challenge in seven 
hours in memory of his father. 

The Banbury resident 
cycled 60 miles through 
London for Parkinson's UK 
Nightrider challenge. 

He set off at 2am on 
Sunday, June 10, finished at 
6am, and then began a 20- 
mile challenge in Stratford- 
upon-Avon at 9am. 

The rides raised £350 in 
memory of father Ernie, who 
lived with the neurological 
disease for 11 years and died 
in 2005, aged 71. 

He said: "I thought it would 
be a great idea to take on two 
of the charity's cycling events 


in quick succession. 

"I finished the Nightrider 
cycle at 6.30am, and some 
amazing driving by my wife 
Isobel got me to Stratford- 
upon-Avon just in time." 

He said: "It was a tough 
challenge but I enjoyed it. 

"The eight weeks' training I 
put in definitely helped with 
the last push across the finish 
line." 

Parkinson's UK director of 
fundraising Paul Jackson-Clark 
said: "We are incredibly 
grateful to Chris for taking on 
not one, but two, epic 
challenges in as many days."

Thames Water says thanks 
as hosepipe ban ends 



T hames Water’s hosepipe ban 
was lifted last week after an 
extraordinary amount of rain 
eased the water shortage 
affecting the South and East of England. 

By June 13, the day the ban was lifted, 
169% of the month’s total average rainfall 
had already fallen across the London and 
Thames Valley region. 

Before this, April was a complete 
washout with 262% of the long-term 
average rainfall, followed by a solid 76% in 
May. 

Dubbed the ‘wettest drought in 
history’, the heavens opened within hours 
of the ban being imposed and stayed open 
for almost the full duration of the 10-week 
ban that affected the company’s 8.8m 
customers. 

But Richard Aylard, the company’s 
director of sustainability, said a hosepipe 
ban was the only option and that it was 
the right and responsible thing to do in 
the circumstances. 

He said: “In early April things looked 
very different than they do now. We had had 
the two driest years on record and we had 
no idea how long it was going to stay dry. 

“While we prepared for worst, bringing 
in restrictions to save water to ensure there 
would be enough if the dry spell continued, the 
topsy-turvy British weather had other ideas.” 


The hosepipe ban showed its worth 
during the hot spell in May when water 
demand would normally be expected to be 
at its highest. But due to the cooperative 
behaviour of customers, a massive 
100 million litres of water a day was saved. 

Mr Aylard said: “We would like to say 
a heartfelt ‘thank you’ to all our customers 
for complying with the restrictions, and for 
their ongoing efforts to use water wisely. 
They really are much appreciated.” 

Winter rain still needed 

But with the possibility of a third dry 
winter in a row this year, the firm urged its 
customers to continue to use water wisely, 
reiterating its offer of free water-saving 
devices that can be ordered on the company 
website (www.thameswater.co.uk). 

If the winter rain does not come and fill 
the aquifers which are deep underground 
and still parched from the long dry period, 
it could mean more restrictions next year. 

Hosepipe bans were imposed on 
5 April by Thames Water and six other 
firms following the driest two-year period 
on record and were lifted by Thames 
Water, Southern Water and Anglian Water 
on Thursday. 

Mr Aylard added: “We are really 
pleased we can now lift the ban but, 
with groundwater levels still low and the 


possibility of a third successive dry winter, 
we still need to be careful. We don’t need 
a ban, but we do need to ask everyone to 
keep on using water wisely. 

“So if you’ve bought a water butt 
this year, please keep using it. If you’ve 
started taking shorter showers, please 
keep it up. And again, thanks for your help 
and understanding.” 


Thames Water confirmed earlier this 
month that it had hit its sixth successive 
annual leak-cutting target. This means 
that in addition to the 100m litres of water 
a day saved by customers adhering to the 
ban, the company is also saving an 
additional 60m litres a day, representing 
six per cent of the 2.6bn litres of water 
it supplies each day.

A SCHOOLGIRL who hit 
upon a 'cracking' business 
idea selling eggs in her com¬ 
munity has inspired a new 
award. 

Emily Duffy 13 from Alkerton 
near Banbury started out giving 
away eggs from her flock of hens 
to her neighbours 

But when the orders started 
coming in, she turned it into a 
business, delivering the eggs and 
even giving discounts for larger 
orders. 

Last year, Banbury Women in 
Business were so impressed by 
Emily's achievements that they 
awarded her a special accolade. 

And this year she has inspired 
them to create a new category in 
their annual awards - the Young 
Entrepreneur of the Year Award. 

Emily, a pupil at Sibford 
School in Sibford Ferris, said: "I 
am really pleased that Banbury 
Women in Business decided to 
create a new category and I real¬ 
ly hope other young people will 
think about starting businesses 
too. 

"After I won the award from 
Banbury Women in Business, I 
wanted to have more hens and 
expand the business, but we 
were limited by the space in our 
garden. 

"My mum and dad then 
offered to lend me the money to 
build a new hen run in the field 
and we all set about building a 
properly fenced and netted 
enclosure to keep out foxes. 

"And from having a handful of 
hens in the garden and a few 
eggs a day we now have 23 lay¬ 
ers and another 12 about to start 
laying in a few weeks' time." 

Emily has bought a cockerel 
and hopes to hatch her own 
birds, as well as eventually sell¬ 
ing her wares at farmers' mar¬ 
kets. A website for her business, 
Duff Eggs, is also in the pipeline. 


She said: "My advice to other 
young entrepreneurs is that if 
you have a good idea, make sure 
you have a unique selling point 
and always keep your customers 
happy." 

Non-Lawyer Associate Jayne 
Lees, from Banbury Women in 
Business said: "Her lovely story 
was a natural catalyst to creating 
a new award for young entrepre¬ 
neurs for 2012.

Tenders invited for lOOmph locomotives 


CHILTERN Railways is inviting tenders for 
new lOOmph diesel locomotives for use on 
its express services from late 2014. 

In an official notice issued earlier this 
month the company said it wanted to lease 
or hire between eight and 13 locomotives, 
with the first seven required to be ready for 
service by the end of December 2014. 

Chi Item currently hires six Class 67 loco¬ 
motives from sister company DB Schenker to 
operate its silver-liveried Mainline trains 
between London Marylebone, Oxfordshire 
and Birmingham and rush-hour queue-buster 
services between Banbury and London. 

While Chiltern first introduced locomo¬ 


tive-powered trains as a stop-gap to cope 
with growing passenger numbers, it now 
expects to operate them on a long-term 
basis, with the Mk3 coaches it uses undergo¬ 
ing a £6.5m life-extension programme, 
including the fitting of powered passenger 
doors. It also has a pool of spare coaches 
available to lengthen the trains if necessary. 

Managers now want to see if modem 
locomotive designs are more cost-effective 
to operate than the Class 67s, which date 
back to the late 1990s. 

In a statement, the company said: 
"Locomotive technology has progressed in 
the meantime and some of the newer designs 


now in service or under construction over¬ 
seas are capable of being modified for UK 
use. We are, of course, keen to secure the 
best deal for our future fleet in terms of 
finance, performance and technology, and 
are thus looking to compare the continued 
use of existing locomotives against procuring 
a new-build fleet." 

Among the likely contenders for the con¬ 
tract is the Spanish-built Vossloh Eurolight 
locomotive. 

UK rail freight company Direct Rail 
Services, which also supplies locomotives 
for passenger charter trains, ordered 15 of 
the 3,750hp locomotives earlier this year.

worth the wait

IT has been a long time coming, but 
it has been worth the wait. 

Kia has finally turned its attention 
to building a seriously competitive 
saloon, and it has done a brilliant 
job. The Optima cuts a sharp-suited 
dash in the company car park and 
that's entirely appropriate, as the car 
is aimed squarely at the business 
market, which makes up the vast 
majority of customers for cars of this 
size in the UK. 

Priced from £19,595, with just 
one engine, a 134 horsepower, 1.7- 
litre diesel unit, and four trim levels, 
the Optima comes with a package of 
equipment which ensures every 
user-chooser business buyer will 
have to take a look. 

Confident styling from design 
teams is Frankfurt and California is 
clean-cut, with a coupe-like profile 
and a muscular flared wheel arch 
appearance, giving upmarket first 
impressions. 

The transformation is reflected 
inside with features not seen before 
on a Kia, including a 12-speaker, 
550W Infinity audio system. Self¬ 
parking, heated and cooled ventilat¬ 
ed seats, cornering lights and an 
automatic cabin defogging system 
are also available, as is a six-speed 
automatic transmission. 

The Optima's ride is firm, but well 
controlled, and makes the car much 


more entertaining to drive than pre¬ 
vious wallowing saloons from 
Korea. Economy has also improved, 
thanks to fuel-saving measures such 
as Intelligent Stop & Go. 

The interior is properly sporty and 
Kia says the fascia, tilted towards the 
driver, has been designed on aircraft 
principles so that all the major con¬ 
trols are within the driver's sight¬ 
line. The safety package is compre¬ 
hensive with anti-lock braking, elec¬ 
tronic brake-force distribution and 
brake assist as standard. All versions 
have electronic stability control, 
vehicle stability management, and 
an emergency stop signalling sys¬ 
tem, that flashes the brake lights rap¬ 
idly to warn following drivers. 

Every Optima also comes with 
front, side and curtain airbags, plus 
active front-seat head restraints to 
minimise the risk of whiplash 
injuries. 

The boot is whopper, with a lower

Classkcarscene 


Classic vehicles to be exempted from MoT test 


CLASSIC and historic vehicles are to 
be exempted from the annual 
MoT test, the Government has 
announced. 

From November 18 this year, own¬ 
ers of vehicles manufactured 
before 1960 will not have to 
take them in for an MoT, Roads 
Minister Mike Penning said. 

Pre-1960 licensed vehicles make up 
about 0.6 per cent of the total 
number of licensed vehicles in 
Britain, but are involved in just 
0.03 per cent of road casualties 
and accidents. 

Mr Penning said: "We are commit¬ 
ted to cutting out red tape 
which costs motorists money 


without providing significant 
overall benefits. 

"Owners of classic cars and motor¬ 
bikes tend to be enthusiasts who 
maintain their vehicles well — 
they don't need to be told to 
look after them, they're out 
there in all weathers checking 
the condition of the engine, 
tyres and bodywork." 

He added: "Owners of classic vehi¬ 
cles will still be legally required 
to ensure that they are safe and 
in a proper condition to be on 
the road, but scrapping the MoT 
test for these vehicles will save 
motorists money." 

Meanwhile, car-sharing firm Zipcar 


has announced a pilot partner¬ 
ship with Vauxhall that sees the 
electric Ampera join its fleet of 
self-service, pay-as-you-go vehi¬ 
cles for the next six months. 

It's the first time in the UK that a 
car-sharing club has offered 
access to an Extended-Range 
Electric Vehicle (E-REV), and 
Zipcar members will be able to 
reserve the Ampera online or 
using their smartphones. 

The Ampera can travel free of 
tailpipe emissions for up to 50 
miles, after which it shifts to a 
petrol generator that produces 
electricity to keep it going an 
additional 310 miles.
